Tue Summer Schools were examined at the commencement 
and close by the Superintendent. The teachers were general- 
ly very successful in discipline and instruction, though not all in 
the same degree. The best taught school was in district No. 9. 
The schools in districts No. 1, 3 and 7, were highly meritorious. 
The Winter Schools were not so uniformly successful, the jarr- 
ing elements of discord that always poisen progress in well do- 
ing, disturbed the peace and harmony ef some of the schools— 
Nothing serious however occurred, except in district No. 7, 
where the conduct of two scholars rendered their dismissal nee- 
essary. The school afterward made tolerable | progress, and ap- 
peared very well at the examination. The schools taught by 
females were all successful. The schools particularly meritori- 
ous, were those in districts No. 1 and 3.

* The Prudential Committees in most of the districts, have dis- 
charged their duty faithfully, and visited the schools with the 
Superintendent. The school houses in the several districts in 
town, are in good condition, and generally well fitted for the 
purpose intended. District No. 6 has, during the past year, 
moved and fitted up their house in amanner ereditable to them- 
selves. — 

There is a general deficiency in all the districts of school ap- 
paratus, excepting black boards; and in all but two of the dis- 
tricts, of outline maps. There is in each school, a map of the 
United States. It would seem then that the town is well pro- 
vided with all the requisites of good schools so far as good 
houses, plenty of money, and teachers are concerned ; and there 
ean be no good reason why we should not have good schools. 
In order to have them, it is necessary that every parent should 
do his duty. At the annual mecting,each member of the district 
should attend, and select the best man for a sehool committee ; 
one who will take‘an interest in the matter, and be faithful in 
the discharge of his duty; who will employ such teachers as 
the good of the district requires; visit the school, carefully as-- 
certain its wants, learn if there is any thing wrong in its man- 
azvement, and correct all evils in their commencement. The pa- 
rents should also visit the school themselves, and there learn from 
their own observation, what there is of right and wrong, of 
good or bad in the school; not so much with a view to learn the 
faults of their neighbor's children, but the faults of their own, 
and, having learned them, they should do all in their power to 
correct them. The children of those parents who are always 
finding faults in their neighbor’s, are seldom corrected them- 
selves. Let them first remove the beam from their own eyes 
before they undertake to remove motes from their neighbor's. 
The great difficulty in the management of our schools, arises in 
a great measure from a want of right management at home.— 
The stern meral discipline of our fathers has been abandoned, 
the rod has been spared, and the child spoiled. Disobedience, 
insubordination and falschood are the fruit. 

Wrestling and playful scufiling at recess in our schools, is too 
often supplanted by shameful quarrels and fights. The baser 
propensities of our nature, like so many tares, have outgrown 
the wheat, and the better principles of our nature are tram- 
pled under foot. The power within characterizes the man, and

whether he is a good or a bad man, depends upon the posses- 
sion and cultivation of his moral faculties. This has an impor- 
tant bearing not only upon the future happiness of the indiyid- 
ual, but upon the good of our country. The ability of a people 
to govern themselves, depends upon their virtue and intelli- 
gence. Knowledge gives a man power to act: virtue gives a 
right direction to that action. If the standard of morals stand 
high, wars and fighting will cease, crime will diminish, schools 
and seminaries of learning will multiply, and the country be- 
come prosperous, and the people happy. On the contrary, as 
the standard is lowered will become a necessity for severe penal 
laws, a strong and despotic government, supported by a milita- 
ry force. Instead of raising monies for the support of schools, 
you will be required to raise it for the support of armies, and 
our beloved country, instead of being dotted over with those 
little seminaries of learning, (the district schools,) will be cov-. 
ered with military barracks, penitentiaries and prisons, and our 
government will be changed from a republic »to a military des-, 


potism. 3
